Brief and Pointed Letter Insists That 
the Regulations and Statues Must 
Be Obeyed in Every Detail— 
Freight Freedom in Sight: 


The letter from Secretary of War Root 
to the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co., de- 
manding that it show cause why the bridge 
should not be confiscated by the govern- 
ment under the franchise which authorizes 
such action if the bridge is consolidated 
with any other, was sent from the war de- 
partment in ..ashington at 2:30 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, according to a special 
dispatch to the Post-Dispatch. 

The company is requested to make its re- 
ply within thirty days, or before Sept. 4. 

The fact that thirty days is set as the 
time limit is taken to mean that Secretary 
Root is in earnest in the investigation and 
desires an immediate settlement. 


Statues Must 
e Obeyed. 

The letter is brief and pointed. Although 
it was not made public it is believed, from 
the attitude of Judge Advocate Genera! 
Davis, that the war department will insist 
on the terms of the bridge franchise being 
obeyed to the letter. 

As soon as the bridge company's reply is 
received Secertary Root will take up the 
matter. He may refer i tthen to the de-

POST-DISPATCH COUNSEL 
OUTLINED PEOPLE'S CASE. 


As ‘told exclusively in special dispatches 
in late editions of the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day, Elihu Root, secretary of war, has de- 
cided to call on the managers of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge in St. Louis to show cause 
why the government should not take 
charge of. the bridge and operate it under 


its franchise, which authorizes such action 
ag a penalty for its consolidation with any 


other bridge over the Mississippi river. 

The letter making the demand on the 
bridge officials will be prepared in Wash- 
ington Tuesday and forwarded to St. Louis. 
Judge Advocate General Davis of the war 
department will direct its preparation. 

Pending the reply of the bridge manage- 
ment, no further action will be taken by 
the war department. 

Secretary Root’s decision is the result of 
charges placed with the war department 
by the Post-Dispatch to the effect that the 
Merchants’ bridge and the Eads bridge 
were consolidated in the hands of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, which thus 
had a bridge monopoly at St. Louis, con- 
trary to the provisions of the Merchants’ 
bridge franchise. 

F. N. Judson, counse! for (he Post-Dis- 
patch, prepared the argument for the 
people which was submitted to Maj. Casey 
and forwarded by him to the secretary of 

war. 

Gen. Gillespie, chief of engineers, with 
whom the charges were filed. directed Maj. 
Thomas L. Casey, eng'neer in charge at 
St. Louis, to make an investigation. Sec- 
retary Root’s decision followed an e@x- 
amination of Maj. Casey’s report.

Telegraph Pole Loses an Arm in Fero- 
cious - Sidewalk 
Battle. 


T. CAT’S NINE LIVES TAKEN 


All This Woe Wrought by Two Police- 
men and Two Pedestrians With 
Powder and Ball. 


In a running pistol battle between two 
policemen and two belated § sightseers 
early Tuesday morning, during which as 
many as 15 shots were exchanged, casual- 
ties were many. 

The combatants were John Cahill of 118 
North Fourteenth street and Walton 8. 
Howard of 1906 Carr street on one side, 
anid Policemen O’Keefe and Burris of the 
central district on the other. The exhibi- 
tion of marksmanship put up by the two 
bluecoats will not, it is said, be included 
in the official score of the police pistol 
contest. 

The battle occurred in the neighborhood 
of the Exposition building. and extended 
for several blocks west, the ammunition 
of the warriors finally becoming exhausted 
and the two belligerents placed under ar- 
rest. 

It was about 3:45 when Cahill and How- 
ard. who were on their way home, stopped 
at Fourteenth and Olive streets and com- 
menced criticising the fate which com- 
pelled several transit repair men to work 
at such an unseemly hour, when the rest 
of humanity was either in bed or engaged 
in jollity. 

Dan Haley of 3252 Olive street, one of the 
workmen, objected to the language used 
by Cahill and Howard, and ordered them 
to be on their way. 

Cahill replied by firing a shot at Haley. 
Tinis was the cue for Policemen O'Keefe 
and Burris to come on and do,their stunt. 
The “coppers’’ rapped the sidewalk with 
their night sticks four times each, and 
then advanced double quick time, entering 
left and advancing down center to fron. 


The stars were greeted with a shout 
from the chorus of workmen and informed 
that the two men responsible for the shot 
had got off the stage and were tearing up 
the wings on the west side of Olive street. 


Drawing their revolvers the policemen 
started in hot pursuit. (Curtain.)

“Halt.’"" It was the commanding voice of 
Policeman O'Keefe. 

“Ha—"’ O'Keefe was about to reiterate 
his command when a bullet whizzed by his 
left ear. Cahill, revolver in hand, was now 
running backward and firing shot after 
shot at the pursuing policeman. 

“Advance another step and I'll fill your 
pesky carcass so full of lead that you'll—”’ 

It was Cahill who spoke, but his speech 
was rudely interupted by a misplaced 
punctuation mark from O’Keefe’s rusty ie- 
volver. | 

For a moment there was silence and then 
suddenly the moaning voice of a wounded 
cat broke out upon the still night air. 

‘Hol’ on thar Martin, you haint—a dealin’ 
squar.”’ 

This time it was Burris who spok?. and 
still the bullets continued to punctuate the 
atmosphere. 

Over Fifteenth to Locust and up Locust 
to Sixteenth the running fusillade con- 
tinued. 

Residents tn the neighborhood jumped 
from their beds and rushed to the win- 
dows in fright. Women screamed and men 
dodged behind blinds. Everybody thought 
a gung of bank robbers was shooting up 
the town. 

Men and women rushed into the street 
and followed the policemen, thinking they 
were going to witness one of the bloodiest 
riots in the history of the city. 

Someone started the cry that Collins had 
escaped, and presently every one was talk- 
ing in an excited manner. 

Above the din of countless voices the 
stentorian tones of Policeman O'Keefe 
could every now and then be heard shout- 
ing at the fugitives to halt. 

At Sixteentn ‘street Cahill and Howard 
ran south and into the yard in the rear 
of 1607 Olive street, where they sought 
refuge in toe tall grass. 

They were overtaken by the policemen, 
who entered the yard stealthily, revolvers 
still in hand. 

Cahill and Howard were placed under 
arrest, and the crowd, after cheering the 
policemen to the echo, dispersed to their 
jaomes. (Red fire and slow curtain.)

The New Pontiff ls 68 Years Old, a Venetian by 
Birth, One of the Greatest Preachers of the 
Church, Very Learned, a Good Ad- 
ministrator, But Did Not Become 
a Cardinal Until 1893.

ROME, Aug. 4.—Cardinal Guiseppe Sarto, the patriarch of Venies, 
as elected Pope at 11 o'clock this morning on the seventh ballot of the 
sitiatiben 
He immediately announced that he would rule as Pius X, 
He is 68 years old and has been a cardinal since 1893. 
Riese, in northern Italy, was his birth place. 
The choice of Sarto raises the inference that the late Pope Lao's 
wishes must have influenced the eleetion. 
Leo is known to have favored Sarto as his successor. 
Last April he said to Abbe Perosi, a noted composer: 
‘‘Hold him dear, Perosi, for, in the future, he will be able to de 
much for you. We firmly believe he will be our suecessor.’’ | 
Sarto’s rise in life began late, but has been rapid from the begin- 
ning. ‘ 
He was a lowly parish priest until he was 40 years old. . His careful 
administration of affairs commanded the attention of Leo XIIf, — 
made him a bishop. 
His next elevation was to the cardinalate in 1893. 
He has great learning, is an eloquent preacher and is noted for his 
independence of thought.

As’ the new pontiff stepped from behind 
the altar the only touch of color about 
him* being hie red and gold shoes, he 
really seemed to be the embodiment of 
his ‘boly office. His face was pale and 
clearly softened by emotion. He paused 
& moment «s he came before the expectant 
cardinals. then seated himself on the 
throne, with a hurried movement, as 
though he had suddenly grown weak. His 
back wds to the altar and he was en- 
throned to serve the so-called ‘‘first. obe- 


dience’’ of the cardinals. They came for- 
ward, one by one, some calm and smil- 
ing. others sober and non-committal, while 
still others found considerable difficulty, 
even at this hour, in concealing their too 
obvious disappointment. 

All kissed his hand and foot, while he 
saluted each on the cheek, with the kiss 
of peace. Then all broke into the “Te 
Deum” with euch effect that scarcely an 
eye was dry. 

Pius X then rose and in a voice at first 
tremulous, but gradually becoming full 
and firm, administered the papal blessing 
to all the members of the sacred col- 
lege. It was received with bowed and un- 
covered heads. 

Tho fisherman's ring not yet having been 
found, a. new one designed by Cameriengo 
Oregiia was placed on the pontiff’s: finger 
as a symbol of renewed power and evi- 
dence that the Catholic church has once 
more a sovereign head. 

Sarto bore himself with becoming dig- 
nity and gave no outward sign of exulta- 


tion in this, the supreme moment of his 
life.

ROME, Aug. 4.~During

ers, might proceed to the balcony of St. 
Peter's. 

The populace, waiting in the piazza, had 
already, at 11:30 o'clock, seen the 
thread of smoke, almost transparent, which 
warned them what’to expect, so that when 
the windows on the balcony slowly opened 
and the great gleaming cross was seen, the 
excitement and impatience heightened to 
the extreme, 

Slewly Cardinal Macchi, secretary of the 
congregation of apostolic briefs, advanced 
and exclaimed in a loud voice: 

“Annuntio vobis gaudium magnum habe- 
mus papém eminentissimum ac Reverend- 
issimum Dominum Cardinalem, Joseph 
Sarto, qui sibi imposuit nomen Pium X.”’ 

The following is a liberal translation of 
the announcement in Latin made by Car- 
dindl Macchi: 

“TIT, announce to you with great pleasure 
that we have elected as Pope the Most 
Eminent Reverend Cardinal Joseph Sarto, 
who has taken the name of Pius X.”’ 

Then ghe bells of St. Peter's boomed out 
as did those of all the churches of Rome, 
giving the news to Rome. 

Ag Cardinal Macchi returned to the Sis- 
tine chapel aftet having performed his 
pious duty, the new Pope rose and an 
effort to make a procession was made, but 
Piug X Was fiterally carried in triumph 
to Bis cell, followed by a great concourse 
an preceeded by the cross. He was 
stopped every step or two by those anxivus 
to kiss his ring and receive the papal 
bleasing, which Pius X accorded with 
great benignity and patience. 

As the new Pope passed along matiy 
of those present trie? to prove that they 
had always known what the result would 
be and how satisfied they all were. 

“Why, of .course,”” shouted one, ‘before 
the conclave gathered I always said it 
would be he.”’ 

If any of these compliments reached the 
ears of the pontiff he gave no sign thereof. 
When he arrived at the door of his cell the 
Pope turned, and raising his hands gave, 
in a voice almost suffocated with emotion, 
his. benediction to the assembly, which re- 
ceived it on bended knees. 

After a short rest, imposed by the fatigue 
and emotion of his election, Piux X joined 
his court in the ducal hall for the solemn 
benediction which he Was about to give to 
the people of Rome. Although to ordinary

eyes the confusion was as great as ever, 
to those practiced in the mysteries of the 
Vatican order was coming out of chaos 
and the bearing of all in the presence of 
the Pope was more formal. The babel of 


voice sank at his approach while none| 


addressed him unless he spoke first. 

The formal § salutations having ter- 
minated, a procession was formed. In 
the center was the pontiff in his whig 
robes, his figure standing out above those 
surrounding him, his silver hair gleam- 
ing under his white cap. He was sur- 
roundéd by the cardinals still in their vio- 
let robes and preceded by the pontifical 
cross, the jewels of which flashed as 
though they also triumphed in Sarto’s suc- 
cess, while the conclavists and prelates 
seemed really jubilant in their joy and sat- 
isfaction. 

The procession traversed many noble 
halls until it aproached the window look- 
ing into St. Peter's. From below rose a 
murmur of voices, which, although sub- 
dued by distance, denoted the presence of 
a large concourse of people. The Pope 
was seen to grow pale and then turning 
to Cardinal Bacilieri, who stood beside him, 
he said: 

“Now I understand the emotion Pope 
Leo always showed when going into St. 
Peter's to have the eyes of a great crowd 
focused on him. It is almost terrifying.” 
Standing forward in the window, the 
others thaving fallen back, he deliberately 
controlled himself and looked across the 
great Basilica. Crossing himself, Sarto 
raised his hand, and in a voice palpably 
tremulous. he said, as soon as the cries 
from below gave an opportunity:

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Cardinal Sarto had not been in office 
more than a year before he publicly de- 
clared for a union between church and 
State, speaking in no uncertain way. 

His utterances created a great sensation, 
end it wus felt that he might have offended 
the holy father by the fervor of his words. 
Apparently, he received thé silent approba- 
tion of the Pope, in whose estimation he 
has ever held a firm place. 

Ie was said of Pope Leo that in 1877, 
when he had just succeeded Pope Pius, he 
longed for some amicable arrangement 
with the Italians, but, if he did, reasons of 
State outweighed his private wish. He 
was silent and thus pledged himself to 
the no-compromise party. 

There was no further talk of a reconcil- 
lation until 1883, when it was reported that 
persons in both rival camps were planning 
for peace.

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HOW NEW POPE WILL 
RECEIVE TRIPLE CROWN 
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Gorgeous Medieval Scenes Are Enacted at the Vatican and 
Ail Rome Is En Fete in Honor of the Occasion. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
ROME, Aug. 4.—The coronation ceremo- 


nies occu? at the high altar at St. Peter's. 
His Holiness receives the triple Tiara from 
the hands of the Cardinal Dean on the 
steps of the altar; stunding, not kneeling, 
the cardinal rests on the steps nearest the 
altar. 

The authorization follows, during which 
the “‘Te Deum"’ is sung. Then the stupen- 
dous ceremony concludes with a solemn 
procession to the Lateran Basilica, where 
the archbishop presents the pope with the 
keys of St. Peter's on a silver salver. 

The new Pope receives the homage of 
the cardinals, archbishops, bishops and 
clergy, and, after giving papal benediction 
from a balcony over the church door, he 
returns in state to the vatican, where a 
great banquet is given attended by the 
ambassadors accredited to the vatican and 
many princes of the church, the Pope, 
however, dining by himself under a gor- 
geous canopy. 

The whole city of Rome is en fete on 
these occasions, brilliantly flluminated, and 
even the famous girandola is fired off from 
a summit of the Castle of St. Angelo.

THE MEANING OF 
THE TRIPLE CROWN 


The triple crown, so-called, with 
which Pope Pius X will be crowned 
pope was designed early in the his- 
tory of the church, when the Pope 
was not only the head of the church, 
but when his power to rule over 
kings was recognized. <As designed 
the three crowns are symbolical: 

First—Of the sovereignty of the 
Pope over the church—the moral 
power. 

Second—Of the sovereignty of the 
Pope over the kings of the earth— 
the temporal power. 

Third—Of the sovereignty in heav- 
en, bestowed by Christ and sym- 
bolized by the Key of St. Peter.

“He remained there for many years, but 
his piety and his zeal for the church won 
recognition and he was made bishop of 
Mantua in 1886, I think. He was then 61 
years old. 

“It was as bishop of Mantua that I 
first-had the honor of knowing him. 

“As bishop he at once began the organiza- 
tion of new Catholic societies, and the 
strengthening of old ones in northern Italy. 
lie was tireless in his work in this cause. 
He attended al! the congresses of the Cath- 
olic societics in that part of Italy. 

‘In 1887 there was a congress at Lodi in 
Lombardy. I went from Cremona. A very 
prominent layman, Pagnosi, from Venice, 
was president of the congress. 

“He was’an old man then, though he is 
still living. I remember he made a speech 
in which he said he was getting old and 
that he thought he might owe it to the 
societies to retire in favor of a younger 
man.

“When he made that announcement, 
Bishop Sarto of Mantua stepped to the 
front, He was then a magnificent-looking 
man with only a few silvery threads in his 
black hair. 

“*] propose that we do not accept Mr. 
Pagnosi’s resignation,’ said Bishop Sarto. 
‘No matter how old his body is, his soul 
will mever grow old. It is younger now 
than it was 20 years azo. We must keep 
Mr. Pagnosi as president.’ 

“That speech gained great applause. 
All his others did likewise. He was aly ys 
at the front at the right time. 

‘In 1891 Bishop Sarto planned a great 
celebration in thhonor of the centenary of 
Bt. Aloysius de Gonzaga. 
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the diocese and the neighboring dioceses 
to take part. The celebration was held at 
Castillione della Stiviere. 

“I worked hard, in response to the bish- 
op’s request, and when the time. came went 
to Castillione della Stiviere with 11,000 pil- 
grims from Cremona. 

“It was the largest deputation that at- 
tended from uny one place, and the bishop 
personally congratulated me for my 
work. It was in that way that I had the 
honor of becoming personally acquadgted 
with him. And it was through thae ac- 
quaintance that I had the pleasure of con- 
gratulating him when he was made cardi- 
nal, and of bidding him good-by before I 
left for St. Louis. 


Handsomest of 
Sacred College. 


“It has been 9 years since I saw him. 
From what I saw of him and other car- 
dinals in Italy and from what I have read 
of them since, I venture to say that he 
is easily the handsomest and most dis- 
tinguished-looking member of the sacred 
college, with the possible exception of Car- 
dinal Svampa. | 

“Cardinal Sarto is about 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, broad-shouldered and erect. He !s 
not of the dark, swarthy complexion that 
emigrants from southern Italy have made 
familiar to Americans. 

“Being from the extreme north of Italy, 
his complexion is naturally much lighter. 
It is a Hght tint, pink with the glow of 
health. His eyes are dark and piercing. 
But they are kindly eyes, magnetic eyes, 
I might say. His face is round and plump, 
his features regular and. pleasing. 

“Cardinal Sarto’s expression—and I re- 
member it very well—is notable for its 
mildness. It Is an expression such as in- 
spires confidence. His is the kind of face 
that makes you wish to know him and 
confide in him. 

“Itallan papers reach me regularly from 
Venice and the North of Italy, and I have 
read much of Cardinal Sarto since he was

More than that, he has 
sometimes been classed as an ultra-In- 
transigeant.

“Nevertheless, he was known to be hos- 
tile to the gevernment at the time when he 
was made cardinal. In Italy, you know, 
before a bishop can be promoted from one 
see to another, he must receive an ex- 
equatur from the Italian govern ment. 

“When Bishop Sarto was made a cardinal 
and appointed Patriarch of Venice, his ex- 
equatur was not forthcoming. He remained 
as a cardinal in Mantua about a year be- 
fore the government tssued the necessary 
permission for him to remove to Venice. 
And then considerable influence was prob- 
ably necessary to have the permission 
granted. 

“Bishop Sarto did not seek the red robes 
of the cardinalate. He was not the sort 
of man that went frequently to Rome and 
sought the favor of the Curia. But he 
knew Cardinal Rampolla well. and it 
was Rampolia that brought him to the 
nttention of Pope Leo and secured for 
him the red hat. 

“When Cardinal Sarto was made Patri- 
arch of Venice doubts were expressed as 
to the probability of his filling this im- 
portant post with marked success. This 
was due to the fact that he succeeded the 
great Cardinal Agostini, a wonderful man 
and distinguished prince of the church.

“But Cardinal Sarto surprised those who 
doubted. He became immensely popular 
in Venice. He fascinated not only loyal 
Catholics, but won the hearts of the Lib- 
erals, of government —- as well. 


Often Called on ; 
' Royal Household. 


“He never yielded an inch to their po- 
sition, but he always acted carefully. He 
never gave them offense. He grew to wield 
great influence in the municipal matters 
of Venice. 

“As Patriarch of Venice he also became 
a favorite of the Italian King and Queen. 
They have a summer place there. When 
the royal family» would visit Venice, tivo 
King and Queen would exchange calls 
with the Patriarch. 

“Though of humble birth he was as ele- 
gant and polished as any aristocrat. 

“But at that, Cardinal Sarto was a real 
priest. He was a mah of the people. He 
would travel through the diocese and pro- 
vince incognito, enter an humble church, 
sit in a.rear pew, and when the services 
were finished go forward and congratu- 
late the priest on his sermon. 

“Cardinal Sarto's fine physique, h's dis- 
tinguished appearance and his general 
manliness alded in popularizing him tn Ven- 
tce and throughout Italy. Only two years 
ago he Pode on a mule up a mountain 
pass to dedicate a statue of the Blessed 
Virgin on the Grappa mountains. 

“This mountain is about 6000 feet high. 
The Alpine Club of Bassano is located 
lower. down this mountain. Its members 
are mostly liberals. They were so aston- 
ished to see the patriarch of Venice riding 
up this mounta‘n that even they cheered 
him as he passed. And this was only two 
years ago, when he was 66 years old. 

“It is only natural, however, that a car- 
dinal of fine physique should be chosen 
Pope. Nearly all the popes have been 
large, distinguished-locking men. Leo XIII 
was an exception in this regard. 


Pope Will Be 
a Life Prisoner. 


“While unlike his predecessor in this 


pespess, Cardinal Sarto will resemble him 
in ~ gy! others. There is no doubt in my 
mind that he will carry out the policy 
of Leo XIII. He will carry it out, I think 
a kindly, but also very firmly. 

do not think he will ever return to 
Venice or to his birthplace near Treviso. 
I think he will remain a prisoner in the 
Vatican. 

“He must either remain in the Vatican 
or remove the seat of the church govern- 
ment, say, to England or America. The 
Pope would hardly be safe in Italy outside 
the Vatican. . 

“In the streets of Rome he would be 
subject to insults, even though the Ital- 
ian government should guard him care- 
fully. There are anarchists there, and the 
Italian government did not even guard its 
last. king well enough to save umbert 
from their attacks. 

“Of course, as to what the new Pope's 
policy in regard to America will be I can 
not speak. I would think that he will be 
inclined to carry out the friendly pol cy of 
Leo XIII. 

“Cardinal Sarto does not ak English— 
in fact, I do not know that he speaks any 
language except Italian and Latin. He 
knows more about South America, I think, 
than about the United States. 

“This comes about through the fact that 
the first emigrations of Italians from Man- 
tua and thereabouts, while he was bishop 
there, were to South, America. 

“Most of these emigrants went to Brazil. 
In them Cardinal Sarto displayed great in- 
terest. He organized societies for the pro- 
tection of the emigrants. and did every- 
thing possible for their wetrare. 


Rampolla Not 


Likely to Remain. 

“The emigrants to the United States 
were looked after more especially by 
Bishop Scalabrini, also of northern Italy. 
He made a tour of this country two years 
ago, visited St. Louis. and preached to my 
congregation. It may be that Cardinal 
Sarto will call him to Rome now. 

“No one can tell this far away, of 
course, whom the new Pope will call to 
the important offices at the vatican, but 
it is not likely that Cardinal Rampolla will 
be reappointed secretary of state. 

“T say this because it has hardly ever 
been known in the history of the Shirok 
that the secretary of state succeeded him- 
self. It seems easier for the secretary of 
state to become pope than to retain his 
position under a new pope. 

‘‘Nevertheleas, I believe that Rampolla’s 
friendliness to Cardinal Sarto aided largely 
in his election. 

“IT think it most likely that both he and 
Cardinal Gotti threw their votes to him 
when they found they could not win. 

‘‘Abbe Perosl, who has c e of the mu- 
sic at the Vatican, is delighted beyond 
measure, I am sure, at the election of Car- 
dinal Sarto. 

“Perosi is a protege of Cardinal Sarto. 
Perosi was a ~ ~~ | priest in an Austrian 
province near th rman border when the 
new Pope, then patriarch of Venice, dis- 
covered his wonderful talent as a com- 
poser of music. 

“He called him to Venice and told him 
that he would see that Italy, not Germany, 
got the credit for developing him. 


‘He pushed Perosi forward and now hejf- 


is known as the greatest composer of music 


in the church. 

“Abbe Perosi had charge of the grand 
music at the requiem masses and the other 
Vatican ceremonies after the death of 


Pope 
Loved to Ride 


in His Gondola. 

‘Cardinal Sarto'’s parents have been dead 
for many years. His father was never 
prominent. He had two sisters when I was 
in Mantua. They kept house for him. One 
was older and one younger than he. 
Whether they are still alive, I do not know. 

“While Patriarch of Venice, and before 
that—for I neglected to mention that he 
was canon of Venice for many years be- 
fore being made Bishop of Mantua—Card!- 
nal Sarto’s favorite recreation was riding 
about in a black gondola and occasionally 
taking water trip on the lagoon to Tre- 
viso and his re.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A woman, who 
said she was the widow of the late Presi- 


dent Barrios of Guatemala, was taken to 
the West Thirtieth street police station 
last night by a caBman who told the ser- 
geant that he had picked her up in the 
rear of a saloon at Sixth avenue and 
Thirtieth street, and that he had tried to 
take her home, but that she did not seem 
to know whern she lived. 

She was locked up on the charge of in- 
toxication and placed in a cell. When she 
was arraigned at the desk, she gave the 
name of Algeria Barrios. She said she had 
no city address, since she had recently 
arrived from Paris. 

Her clothing was of the finest material, 


but was badly worn. To the matron she 
Said that she had pawned some of her 
jewelry in order to buy drink. She still, 
had several pieces of jewelry on her per- 
son. 

She is tall, s blond, with very fair com- 

lexion, large blue eyes, and generally fine 
eatures. 

After she had been in the cell for some 
time, the woman told the matron that she 
had been staying at the Brevoort House, 
at Fifth avenue and Fighth street, where 
also lived her stepson. She sent to thé 

oprietor, Antonio Lablance, who went to 
he station house at once and furnished 
bail for her appearance at court today. 
ith him was a boy of about 17 years, 
who said that the woman locked up was 
his stepmother and that he was the son‘ of 
President Barrios by his first wife. 

He appeared greatly grieved at the situa- 
tion but said that he did not understand 
under what charge his stepmother was 
locked up He said that she complained 
of feelmg ill during the afternoon and 
later had gone out for a walk.

Barrios appeared after leaving the cell the 
young man rushed up to her and, throw!

LOBBYISTS UNDER FIRE: 
STONE IS INCLUDED

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 4.—There 
is considerable speculation as to the na- 
ture of the information which Col. Wm 
H. Phelps will impart to the prosecuting 
authorities on his arrival here Thursday. 

One hundred and twenty-six out of 176 
members of the legislature rode on passes 
during recent sessions, and as this is a 
misdemeanor under the law, it is thought 
not unlikely that Phelps will be uestioned 
at length concerning his gratuitous dis- 
tribution of mileage books and _  60-ride 
tickets. 

Members of the assembly who requested 
passes from Phelps have written to their 
friends to use the best influences to stop 
any exposure along thjs line. Phelps can 
give the grandjury full data on this mat- 
ter if he will, and as many legislators who 
used his free transportation denounced him 
and other lobbyists on the floor of the 
House, he may turn the grandjury calcium 
upon them, just to even up old scores. 

Phelps also knows much about the legis- 
lative methods and the legislative deals of 
United States Senator William Joel Stone. 

Some of this information is thought to 
be outlawed by the statute of limitations. 
At the same time, there jis no doubt that 
the lobby work of Sone is under consid- 
eration, just as much as that of Phelps, 
Carroll and others.

The end of the present hot wave is 
thought to be in sight. The clouds that 
came up early Tuesday were expected, 
but no so early in the day. The relief is 
coming from the northwest, with the cooler 
winds that followed the movement of the 
low pressure area into the Mississippi val- 
ley. 

The forecast issued Tuesday morning 
was: “Partly cloudy Tuesday nigtht and 
Wednesday. with conditions favorable for 
local showers; not so warm Wednesday; 
southerly winds."’ 

The warm wave, which caused the mer- 
cury to reach 94 degrees Monday and nold 
that temperature from 3 to 5 o’clock, was 
caused by southerly winds from the gulf 
region forcing their way north between 
two low pressure areas, one of which 
was centered over South Dakota and the 
other over the eastern lake region Tuesday 
morning. The movement was eastward, 
and the cool winds that had caused the 
lowering temperature in the northwest 
were expected to soon reach the Missis- 
sippi valley, causing a drop in tempera- 
ture and followed by clouds. 

The warm weather was general, from the 
Ohio valley. west. Readings at 7 o'clock 
Tuesday morning were: New York, 70; 
Washington, 68; Philadelphia, 68; Pitts- 
burg, 72; Columbus, O., 70; Cincinnati, 70; 
Evansville, 74; Cairo, 76; Kansas City, 76: 
Keokuk, 76; Omaha, 76; Denver, 64: Salt 
Lake City, 62; Galveston, 80; Chicago, 70. 

By the middle of August Forecaster 
Bowie expects to be installed in his new 
office on the fifteenth floor of the new 
Chemical building.

MARTYR TQ SCIENCE 


Remarkable Story of Clarence Dally’s 
Sacrifice of His Arms to 
Deadly Xray. 


’ 


NOW HE’S A HELPLESS INVALID 


Inventor, Warned by His and Em- 
ploye’s Experiences, Says He Will 
Leave the Ray Alone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 4—That loss of 
sight, cancerous disease and even death 
may come to him who is continually ex- 
posed to or inexperienced in the use of 
Roentgen rays has been demonstrated in a 
pitiable manner in the laboratory of 
Thomas A. Edison. 

As told briefly in the Post-Dispatch Sun- 


“Wizard of Menlo Park,” has contributed 
an arm and four fingers of the other hand 
to this demonstration, while Mr. Edison 
himself suffers from the disturbed focus of 
one of his eyes through experiments with 
this light in an endeavor to find for it some 
commercial utility. 

The chief sufferer, Dally, who has a wife 
and two boys to take care of, Is left to de- 
pend entirely upon the generosity of Mr. 
Edison, In whose interest, supplemented by 
an enthus'astic desire to delve deeper in 
that mysterious force which brings to view 
objects concealed in solid matter, he has 
been incapacitated from taking up the life 
burdens and duties that usually fall to a 
man. 

The story of Clarence Dally is best told 
by Dr. W. B. Graves, one of the leading 
surgeons of New Jersey, who was seen by 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent today: 

“Clarence Dally came to me nearly seven 
years ago,’ said Dr. Graves, “and I wish 
to say in the beginning that I regard him 
a martyr to science. He is so tegarded 
by the medical profession generally, for 
rot one cent has ever been charged him 
for either surgical or medical services. 

“‘He presents to science a pitable ob- 
ject lesson of the dangers of inexperience, 
or continued experiments, with Xrays and 
his sufferings have done more to bring to 
professional notice a correct knowledge 
of things to be avoided than anything else 
in the history of scientific research upon 
this subject. 

“Dally was a wiry chap, as hard as 
nails; a little fellow, but a specimen of 
perfect manhood when he left the United 
States navy, in which he -had been a 
chief gunner’s mate, to take up the prac- 
tical study of Xrays, because they fascin- 
ated him. 

“When he came to me seven years ago, 
it was because his tregular physician 
thought he needed the services cf a sur- 
geon. He had been following his hobby 
enthusiastically, and had been testing 
tubes in the Edison laboratory, exposing 
himself to the forcible light with an ut- 
ter disregard to himself. 


His Hair First 

Began to Fall Out. 

‘In the beginning, his hair began to fall 
out and his , face began to wrinkle. Then 


dermatitis, or inflammation of the skin, 
set in and manifested itself in a core on 
the back of his Jeft hand. 

“This was caused, he told me, by placing 
it between the flueroscope and the Xray 
tube, in order that the latter might be 
thoroughly tested, or pernape by the light 
falling upon his han as it passed the 
flange of the instrument as he held It. 
There was no sensation of acute pain, 
only a soreness and a numbness; in other 
words. he had used his own person con- 
tinuously to test the tubes. 

“He was doctored carefully with a view 
to curing this skin disease upon the back 
of his hand, but grew worse instead of bet- 
ter, all methods of treatment falling to 
influence it. Then arterio sclerosis, or a 
thickening or hardening of the arteri¢ts get 
in, and this extended even to the most 
minute blood vessel in his arm. 

“There was no paralysis, but the drying 
up of the blood vegsels took away the 
nourishment from the tissues and pre- 
vented the sore on his left hand from heal- 
ing. The right hand was also affected. 
and even to the finger tips, but it was 
pet in such a scarred condition as the 
eft. 

“The trouble in his left hand finally de- 
veloped into a skin cancer, and the whole 
urm. away up above the elbow, and well 
into the biceps, was affected. There was 
a oonsultation of physicians, and it was 
agreed that he must be operated upon at 
chce or the poisonous cancer wou place 
his life in jeopardy. This was after five 
vears’ treatment, with the very best medi- 
cal advice obtainable, in an endeavor to 
Save his left arm. 

“Two years ago, this arm was ampu- 

The operation was rformed by

school, which operation attended. The 
amputation was about three inches below 
the shoulder, all above that being healthy.

Warning to Scientists. 

“I then turned my attention to the right 
arm, with a view to saving it, but it be- 
gan to manifest the same disposition as 
the amputated arm, and, a short time ago 
I took off four of Dally’s fingers, so that 
now he has but the thumb on one hand 
with which to earn his livelihood. It is 
imposible for him to work, and he must 
live on the bounty of Mr. Edison or 


starve.

‘“Dally’s case has told science that the 
continuous exposure of any party of the 
human anatomy to the influence of the 
Xrays is deadly to the part s0 ex 
Of course, it does not interfere with the 
use of the light for medical purposes 
when it is handled by experienced r- 
sons, but it is not a yy to be trified 
with.

Eddie Butler, With His Thorough- 
breds, Saves Maggie Gavinger 
From Death by Suicide. 


HURRIED HER TO SANITARIUM 


Despondent Because Her Mother 
Scolded Her, She Was Found 
Dying Near Forest Park. 


By the quick thought of Edward Butler, 
Jr., and the speed of his splendid thor- 
Gughbreiis, the life of Miss Maggie Gaviner 
of 4344 Clayton avenue, who had swallowed 
an ounce of carbolic acid Monday night, 
was saved. 

Mr. Butler was driving past the inter- 
section of King's highway and Euclid ave- 
mue about 7:30 o'clock, when he saw a 
woman lying- on the grass. He alighted 
and learned that her condition was critical, 
instantly placed her in his carriage, called 
to.a young man who was passing by to 
accompany him and,, after a thrilling, 
breakneck drive, reached the Baptist San- 
itarilum on Taylor avenue, where restora- 
tives were administered. 

Physicians worked unceasingly all night, 
and when the girl’s mother, who had been 
summoned, left the hospital Tuesday morn- 
ing,. she was assured -that the prospects of 
her daughter's recovery were good. 

The physicians say that had it not »een 
for Mr. Butler's summary measures the 
girl would thave died. 

Mr. Butler, his wife and four children 
Were driving along Euclid avenue, when 
his attention was drawn to the recumbent 
figure’ of ‘the 18-year-old girl. 

He threw the lines to his wife and ran 
to the girl, thinking that she had been in- 
jJured in a runaway. 

A boy who had been near by told him 
the girl's name and address and, between 
Spasms of great agony, she admitted that 
she had taken carbolic acid. This was 
confirmed by a two-ounce vial of the Pai- 
son, half empty, which she clutched in one 
hand. In the other was her handkerchief, 
inside of which was a farewell note to 
her mother, Mrs. Henry Gaviner. 


Mr. Butler's Family 


Gave Up Carriage. 

Mr. Butler called to his wife and Phil- 
dren to alight as he wanted: the carriage 
to convey .the girl to a physician's office.

Health Commissioner Is Using His 
Power at City Institutions 
to the Limit. 


Dr. John H. Simon, who was appointed 
health commissioner by Mayor Wells May 
12, is making many changes in the force 
of assistants at the various eleemosynary 
institutions under his supervision, and as 
a result there is a vigorous scramble for 
places, involving politicians and political 
organizations. 

The commissioner's course is meeting 
with criticism from some of his subordi- 
nates, particularly, it is said, at the in- 
fane asyium, where, objectors say. men 
have been removed who were capable and 
worthy of retention. 

Dr. Simon told the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
day.that he would go on as he had started, 
regardless of the attitude of his subordl- 
nates. 

“Without criticising any of my predeces- 
sors,’ said hé, “I want to sdy that I am 
conducting the work of my office on a 
plan different from any used before. I am 
paying attention to details. Heretofore it 
has been the custom to leave matters pret- 
ty much to the superintendents of the vu- 
rious institutions, and they have had their 
own way. 

“IT am not following that course. As a 
result, I am informed there is some criti- 
cism, particularly about my appointments 
in certain institutions. 

“But [ am the health commissioner. 


The law gives me powers and it makes 
me responsible. I have the superinten- 
dence of the vartous institutions under me, 
with absolute power to appoint and re- 
move employes. 

“I have reason for every removal I have 
made. I haven't told it, but I don’t have 
to do that. The aim of this administration 
in so far as possible is economy. at is 
the aim of Mayor Wells, and it is my aim. 
[ examine every requisition from every in- 
stitution and I have turned down several 
of them. That has something to do with 
the present trouble.

EDISON 1S WRONG: 


“Stomach Trouble Blamed to Xrays 
Is Probably Due to regular 
Meal Hours,” 


DALLY CASE IS PECULIAR, TOO 


Dr. John C- Morfit Xray Expert, De- 
clares That the Reported Condi- 
tions Are Highly Unusual. 


Dr. John C. Morfit of 3533 Olive street, a 
pioneer in the use of the Xray in medl- 
cine, in speaking to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday concerning Edison's disastrous ex- 
perience with the Xray, from the con- 
tinued use of which the great inventor's 
health is seriously impaired and one of his 
associates loses an arm, said: 

“Edison's: injuries and those of his as- 
sistant, Clarence Dally, show most plainly 
the danger to anyone using the Xrays in 
a careless manner. Edison admits that 
Dally did not take proper precautions, but 
went ahead blindly and persistently, even 
after his firsti njury. 

“I cannot consider the report in a morn- 
ing paper that both Edison's and Dally’s 
injuries appeared such a long time after 
the use of the Xray. In most cases the 
burns appear in from three to seven days, 
where there is an overexposure. 

“I know of no case in St. Louis where a 
serious burn has resulted from an ex- 
posure to the Xray. There have been a 
mumber of accidents to experimenters, as 
in the case of Edison's assistant, where a 
scientist has been burned through lack of 
precautions, but the cases of physicians 
harming their patients are few. 

“All persons I have treated showed dif- 
ferent degrees of susceptibility to the rays. 
Some can barely stand ten minutes’ ex- 
; posure to an intensity that would not af- 

fect another in double that time. 


Edison’s Habits 
Are Not Regular. 


“The reports that Edison has an incur- 
able stomach trouble, due to the Xray, is, 


in my opinion, doubtful. The usual ten- 
dency of the\ Xray is to reduce such en- 
largements of the glands rather than to in- 
crease them. Any one of a number of 
stomach troubles might have caused his 
disease, especially as Edison is said to be 
notorlourly careless as to his hours for 
meals. 

“‘No authoritative statement can be made 
as to the reason for the Xray’'s effect on 
the tissyes. Some reputable scientists think 
the action is on the white blood cells and 
that these scavangers of the body become 
sluggish and do not properly perform their 
work of removing the germs that attack 
the body. I have found little support for 
this theory in my practice, and, in my 
opinion, the chief effect of the X-ray is on 

@ nerves. [| am compelled to take this 
view from the effect of the rays in cases 
of cancer that | have treated, where there 
has been in every case a complete relief 
from pain as soon as the ray was turned 
on the growth. 

“The only case of Xray burn that has 
come under my direct observation was 
that of a woman who was tréeatéd in the 
City Hospital in Baltimore. The tube that 
Was used to generate the Xray was one 
eee six eerres in this country 
and only vague, ‘mation as to its prop- 
erties came i gk the other side. 
I used it to make a photograph in diagnos- 
ing an obscure affection of the elbow and 
the exposure was not longer than three 
minutes. Within three days. the woman's 
arm was badly swollen and red, as though 
it has been superficially burned. In a few 
days it —— oO get well. 

‘Even after 10 vears’ study of the Xray 
the medical profession know very little 
about it and in every case the greatest 
recautions are taken to prevent any bad 

te from the treatment. 

‘Tt hae been observea that a limited use 
of the ray causes a stimulation of the 
part treated, while an overdose results ip 
checking the owth and often stopping 
it altogether. In the case of a scalp dis- 
ease a slight treatment will cause the hair 
to Nand while str er exposures will 

* t in the death and falling out of the 


r.

His Early Morning Bout With Husky 
Laborer Is Declared a Draw, Be- 
cause of Tommy’s Good 
Manners. 


The fight between Thomas Feltz, Esq., 
bantamweight pugilist, and John Galia- 
gher, sewer laborer, which was pulled off 
at Tenth and Market streets at 1 a. m.

Here is the story of the fight 
nesses and principals:

Then I swore at 
him and he made a pass at me. I knocked 
him down, and Fritch picked him up. I 
knocked him down again and Fritch set 
him on his feet. I didn’t want to hurt 
him, so 1 left him and went up in the 
house where I room, at 1034 Market street. 

Mrs. Williams, landlady: Feltz struck 
the first blow. and after John knocked him 
down Fritch’ stopped the scrap.

Then thev clinched 
and spun. round and round till they botn 
fell down. 

At this point Judge Tracy, who had been 
endeavoring to discover at what time the 
trouble occurred, asked: ‘“‘Were there any 
time keepers?” 

The officer who made the arrest took the 
stand: Feltz. he said, wanted to tell all 
about the fight. as was natural, he being a 
professional fighter, but Fritch didn't let 
him talk.

Feltz then took the stand (in the pink 
of condition), but admitted defeat, He said: 
“Gallagher said I insulted the ladies and 
came at me.

He threw me down because he was a Dbig- 
ger man. I got up, and he 
there, so he threw me down again.’

Harvesting is in progress, some of the 
early southwestern being cut in the north- 
ern portion, but was delayed by rains in 
South Dakota and Nebraska. Harvesting 
is also in progress in Oregon with light 
yield, but of excellent quality. in Wash- 
Net the crop is maturing slowly,. but is 
tiling well. 

Rust in oats is quite extensively reported 
in towa, Minnesota, Wisconsin and por- 
tions of Pennsylvania, but late rains have 
benefited the crop in Minnesota. Harvest- 
ing ie well advanced in the more northerly 
sections, being largely completed elsewhere, 
with yields generally lighter than antici- 
pated. 

The improvement in cotton continues gen- 
ernl throughout the cotton belt. 

Some plowing for fall seeding has been 
done in Oklahoma and Missouri.

Northwestern Crops and European 
Weather the Bull Factions in 
Wheat—Corn is Duil.

The heaviness that so distinguished the 
ypeculative markets at close uf yesterday 
was again notable during the early hours 
of today’ and further declines were made 
in both wheat and corn after a higher 
opening in the former. But the case of 
wheat there Was not #o much seiling pres- 
sure on and the buying was of a much 
better character, on every setback in 
price, small though they were, the offerings 
being rapidly absorbed. The Northwest 
again came to the front with builish inror- 
mation on crop conditions, and after a 
weak spell early in the day, the Minneapo- 
lis market showed the trade there was 
backing thelr reports with their money, 
as evidenced by the strong advance fn 
prices. From abroad came wet weather 
cables, though the action of foreign mar- 
kets and the buying for foreign account 
did not indicate any scare abroad. ‘I'he 
weather across the water will bear watch- 
ing, for if it does not chan shortly for 
the better the foreigners will bécoine ex- 
cited, especially the excitable Frenchmen. 
That Northwestern weather is not of a 
favorable brand, any one asks you, 
either. Corn is mainly braced by wheat 
and needs assurance of badly damaged 
crops, or a spell of unfavorable weatner 
to keep up bull steam. Speculation is 
light and cash situation poor. Latter is 
better in oats and they appear low enough 
compared with other grain. 


WHEAT —After their close since lase Fri- 
day and considering the advances of %@lc 
that had been made in American markets 
during that period, the cables of this morn- 
ing, reporting Liverpool only 4@%d higher 
were distinctly disappointing, especially as 
Paris was dull and 4@%d lower than yes- 
terday’s close. This hold-back attitude of 
the English markets was especially dis- 
couraging and led to a large selling in the 
home market this morning. Continucd 
rains and high neta on! agp fa the north- 
west and reported higher curbs at Minne- 
apolis and ilwaukee had led to buying 
here that opened the market %o higher, 
but the selling proved too much for buyers 
and a relapse at once followed of %c. On 
the decline, however, the buying increased 
Receipts at St. Louis continued to show 
small volume for season of the year, 139,- 
200 bu -having come in, against 129,000 bu 
a week ago, and 329,800 bu a year ago, but

In its latest weekly review of the weather 
and crop conditions for the state, the Mis- 
gouri state board says of corh: The same 
extreme conditions prevail concerning the 
corn crop that existed one month ago and 
the general average condition remains 
abuut the same. Several counties show an 
improvement during the month, while oth- 
ers show a decline. The average condition 
of all correspondents’ reports is .72, exactly 
the same as last month, but the condition 
has declined during the month 5 points tn 
the northeast section, with an average © 

1,298,000. The Northwest. with an_acreage 
of 2,032,000, has declined 2° The cen- 
tral section, with an acreage of 920,000, has 
declined 2 points. The southeast section, 
with an. acreage of 1,437,000, has improved 
3 points. The Southéast, showing the high- 
est average of any section, has improved 
5 points during the month, and the acreage 
for that section is 891,000. Muoh of the 
early corn on flat land has taaseled very 
low, while. on rolling land there is consid- 
erable corn. ‘ith seasonable rains 
and late frosts much of the late corn will 
make a fair crop. On August 1, 182, the 
conditions for the state were 101, and the 
final vield was 307,364,000 bushels. The 
present conditions indicate a probaDile 
yield of 182,000,000, which is 126,000,000 bush- 
els less than the crop of last year. There 
is, however, considerable old corn in the 
cribs, compared with very little that was 
on hand one year ago. It is estimated 
that 61 per cent of the overflowed corn 
lands has been replanted. 

Practically at the opening of their crop 
year, the northwestern markets and mill- 
ers confront the smallest supplies of wheat 
in sight, and probably so both in availa- 
ble supplics and hack on the fa:tms, since 
that section came into prominence as a 
grower and supplier to the world of spring 
wheat. The total in stock at Dyluth, Min- 
neapolis and in country elevators on Aug. 
1 was 3,415,000 bu, a decrease during July 
of nearly 4,000,000 bu, and 2,990,000 bu small- 
er than on Aug. 1, 192. On that date in 
1901. 8.709.000 bu was thus held, and in 1900 
92. 200,000 bu. On March 1, 1993, the?» ount 
held on the farms of Minnesota « the 
Dakotas was 2% per cent of the crep raised 
in 1902, against 2% per cent same date, 
1902, and 41 per cent in 1901. 

A Chicago telegram says: ‘‘Reports of 
poor corn are not exaggerated, as far as 
the Lake Shore road is concerned.’ wired 
George Patten from New York. ‘If we get 
no frost until] October there may be a two- 
thirds crop along this line. With frost by 
the middle of September there would be 
less than half a crop. Oats look worse 
than I expected and the yield must be 
smalli.”’ 

A private cable from Antwerp says: 
‘Weather unsettled in western Europe and 
more rains predicted.’’ The public cables

LAST OF THE KIRALFYS PREMIERE 
DANSEUSE OUT AT DELMAR GARDEN

MISS STELLA KTRALFY. 


The last of the Kiralfys is the premiere 
danseuse this summer at Delmar Garden. 
She is a slip of a girl not yet out of her 
teens and is the feature of the ballet which 
her father is directing. She is Miss Stella 
Kiralfy and she is a graceful exponent of 
the art which made her family famous. 


There is probably no family in the world 
which has made a greater reputation as 
public entertainers than the Kiralfys. From 
the days of the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia up to within a few years ago 
their names were in everybody’s mouth. 
Their production of the ‘‘Black Crook,”’ 
which was followed during the Centennial 
by “‘Around the World in Eighty Days,”’ 
made them the foremost of the spectacular 
show producers. The two best known mem- 
bers of the family were Imre and Boloxi. 
Arnold, who is directing the ballet at Del- 
mar Garden, is the youngest of the familly 
and was at one time the most eccentric 
dancer of the entire family. 


The. Kiralfy family come from Buda 
Pesth and were originally six in number. 
In addition to those already mentioned 
was anotiher brother, Rudolph, and two 
sisters, Emilie and Haniola. All were gym- 
nasts and soon made a national reputation. 
Their big hit in London at the Royal Al- 
hambra Theater and their succeeding suc- 
cesses in Europe and America, made them 
the foremost showmen at the time of the 
Centennial and the success made by 
“Around the Wirld in Eighty Days’ has 
rarely been equaled. 
They first came to America in 1868 and 
Arnold worked witin George LL. Fox in 
“Humpty Dumpty.’’ The brothers were first 
seen in St. Louls at Ben de Bar's Theater. 
They were for a number of years at Gar- 
ret and Palmer's and later at Niblo's with 
“Black Crook,’ ‘‘Excelsior,’’ and the Jules 
Verne show. 


Arnold Kiralfy is best known as an ec- 
centric dancer and ballet master. During 
his stage career he claims to have instruct- 
ed more than 70,000 young women in danc- 
ing and he is still a man of amiable tem- 
perament. Ho says he expects to double the 
number before his active work is finished. 
He was the first to bring out dancers by 
the thousand and he doesn't feel that he 
has any rivals. 

Miss Kiralfy has been a dancer from her 
childhood and certainly is graceful as any 
woman can be who dances on the ends of 
her toes. This is not a style of dancing 
that appeals to an American audience, al- 
though they can not fail to appreciate the 
hard work it takes to learn.
